Conductors end Tm intncn Ar# Now Ts* 
log for Increase of Wege*. 
Chicago, Sept. 16.—Lodges of rail­ 
road trainmen and railroad conductors 
west of a line drawn 
from 
Duluth, 
Minn., south of New Orleans, ara vot­ 
ing on a proposition to ask for addi­ 
tional compensation for their services. 
E. E. Clark, grand chief of the Order 
of Railway Conductors and P. J. Mor* 
risey grand chief of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, stated that "owing 
to the vastly changed conditions as 
compared with those in existence at 
the time the present wage scales were 
made, both the conductors and train­ 
men believe they are entitled to an In­ 
crease in wages.” 
The movement was begun at a meet­ 
ing of tHe chairmen of the adjustment 
committees held in Kansas 
City in 
June, the decision being reached that 
an increase of from IO to 20 per cent, 
should be demanded. The chairmen of 
these committees met again in Cleve­ 
land, O., July 24, where the project was 
submitted to the grand officers of both 
bodies. 
With a few alterations and 
corrections to conform to the laws of 
bota organisations, It aeceived their en­ 
dorsement. 
The lodges are now voting and send 
the returns to Kansas City where the 
Joint committees will hold their meet­ 
ing Oct. 12. 
Should a two thirds vote 
be cast in favor of demanding an in­ 
crease in wages on any one or more 
railroad systems, or on railroads with­ 
in the prescribed t •. ritory, the Joint 
committees will prepare 
a 
uniform 
wage 
scale 
for 
all 
parallel 
lines, 
through lines and independent systems 
and feeders to these 
"The present talk of a wide spread 
strike is unwarranted sensationalism," 
declared Grand Chief Clark of the con­ 
ductors. 
"No strike will occur, at least not 
until a:l other means have been en­ 
tirely exhausted and then only upon a 
two-thirds vote of the members of the 
organisation involved.” 
Mr. Morrissey for ftie trainmen said: 
“If anything is done it will be along 
orderly lines in accordance with the 
long established policies of the bodies 
affected.”

Po­ 
lice Lieutenant Kelly, with seven pa­ 
trolmen, raided the saloon of Press 
Anderson and arrested thirty-three sol­ 
diers aud ten civilians, who were play­ 
ing percentage poker. 
Anderson was 
refused a license frequently, but has 
been running'his place in defiance of 
the law. 
While the police were mak­ 
ing the arrests, a crowd of soldiers 
gathered and assailed them with sticks, 
stones and brickbats. The police wield­ 
ed their clubs vigorously but with lit­ 
tle effect, and they were finally forced 
to fire into the uniformed mob. 
So 
far as known, however, none were hit.

height an alarm was sounded at the 
Presidio, and three companies of in­ 
fantry and one of cavalry were sent 
to the scene. They succeeded in driv­ 
ing most of the riotous soldiers back 
into the reservation, but not without 
considerable trouble, the men not be­ 
ing disposed to yield, even to superior 
force. For a time it looked as though 
a fatal collision was inevitable, but 
order was finally restored. The forty- 
three prisoners were taken in patrol 
wagons to the police station.

Coadnate*# M d TnUmmmm A re H ew 
In* for l a w M n a f Wag**. 
Chicago, Sept IS.—Lodge* of rail­ 
road trainmen and railroad conductors 
west of a line drawn 
from 
Duluth, 
Minn., aouth of New Orleans, are Tot­ 
ing on a proposition to aah for addi­ 
tional compensation for their services. 
E. E. Clark, grand chief of the Order 
of Railway Conductors and P. J. Mor­ 
tiser grand chief of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, stated that “owing 
to the vastly changed conditions as 
compared with those In existence at 
the time the present wage scales were 
made, both the conductors and train­ 
men believe they are entitled to an In­ 
crease in w ages/’ 
The movement was begun at a meet­ 
ing of the chairmen of the adjustment 
committees held In Kansas 
City In 
June, the decision being reached that 
an increase of from IO to 20 per cent, 
should be demanded. The chairmen of 
these committees met again In Cleve­ 
land, O., July 24, where the project was 
submitted to the grand officers of both 
bodies. 
With a few alterations and 
corrections to conform to the laws of 
bota organizations, It accel veil their en­ 
dorsement. 
The lodges are now voting and send 
the returns to Kansas City where the 
Joint committees will hold their meet­ 
ing Oct. 12.

While the police were mak­ 
ing the arrests, a crowd of soldiers 
gathered and assailed them with sticks, 
stones and brickbats. The police wield­ 
ed their clubs vigorously but with lit­ 
tle effect, and they were finally forced 
to fire Into the uniformed mob.
